In h quarry. midway between Bod* 
win and Camelford, on the moors of 
North Cornwall, England, a memorial 
I* being fashioned out of granite In 
memory of Nurse Cavel!. One of the 
huge pieces Is nearing completion un 
der the guidance of Sir George Framp* 
ton, who ie giving his services free. 
This figure represents a woman w’lth 
arms half upraised, holding a little 
child on her lap. while underneath, on 
the base of the monument, Is carved a 
cross. The group is symbolical of the 
stronger nations protecting the smaller 
and weaker ones, while the cross Is the 
emblem of mercy. The whole group is 
carved In the form of a cross, giving 
special significance to the order to 
w hich Nurse Ka veil belonged. Another 
I huge block of granite near hy has h big 
I lion carved on it, with lo ad erect and 
mane bristling. Trampled beneath Its 
i feet Is a serpent, writhing, but defeat* 
j ed. 
The total weight of the memorial. 
I when finished, will be about 170 tons, 
I with a height of about 40 feet. 
The 
group probably will be erected near 
the British Natl* na I gallery. 


Famed Rest of Noted Men. 
The Diamond bar, famous for nearly 
SO years as a part of the old Auzerats 
house, of San Jose. Cal.. Is being fitted 
up for a grocery store. The Auzerais 
house, on West Santa Clara street, 
housed five presidents of the United 
States and was for a time the abode of 
■ king. 
It was built in 1803, accord 
tag to John E. Auzerais of San Jose, 
and the barroom 
was the meeting 
place for many of the men 
whose 
names have been written Into the his­ 
tory of California. 
President Grant was entertained at 
a banquet In the Auzerais house In 
1879. The following spring King Ka- 
lakau of Hawaii was a guest, and in 
September of the same year President 
Hayes delivered an address from the 
balcony. 
President Harrison was a 
guest In 1891 and both McKinley and 
Roosevelt visited the famous old hotel 
oa their tours of the United States.

P o rk Chops and Bacon 


Here are reasons why the fine, 
fresh pork tenderloins and pork 
chops, or savory ham, or crinkly 
bacon, which you enjoy for break­ 
fast, cost much more per pound 
than the market quotation on live 
hogs which you read in the 
newspaper: 
An average hog weighs 220 
pounds. 
Of this, only 70 per cent (154 
pounds) is meat and lard. 
So, when we pay 15/ a pound for 
live hogs, we are really paying more 
than 21/ a pound for the meat which 
we will get from these animals, even 
after taking into account the value of 
the by-products. 
But people show a preference for 
only one-third of the whole—the pork 
chops, fancy bacon, and choice cuts 
from juicy hams. 
This means that when we are sell­ 
ing Premium bacon at 43 Vi/ per pound 
wholesale and Premium hams at 30/, 
there are other parts for which we get 
as low as 6/ or 8/ per pound. The 
net result is an average profit to us of 
less than 1/ a pound. 
The choice cuts are higher because 
of a demand for them. 
Another thing: Only 35 pounds of the 
entire hog—or about I/6 th—is usually 
marketed at once. The rest must be 
pickled, cured, or smoked. 
This takes 
months, and adds to the costs which 
must be met

BULWARK AGAINST 
WINTER SHORTAGE 


Some F a d s About Cold Storage 
I and the Charges of Manipula­ 
tion and Exorbitant Prices. 


One** apnin tho snhj.>rt of cold stor- 
»Xs* ha,* Como into the lim elight of pub­ 
lic a tten tio n ! and tins time in e o n m o 
tlon w ith tho nation-wide search after 
the cause for the hi^rti rust of ii< ing. 


T here can be no argument in behalf 
of hoarding and holding hack food sup* 
piles for ape d ila tiv e profits. 
But this 
Is a m atter quite apart from tho true 
and legitim ate purpose of cold stor­ 
a g e; and, unfortunately, because of 
the much agitation and dam aging pub­ 
licity that have centered about the 
subject from time to time, the real 
service performing function of cold 
atorage has been largely obscured. 
Laying In Winter Stocks. 
City-wise people, and even country- 
wise people, have long since forgotten, 
amidst the conveniences of modern 
life, that there Mas a tim e in tho his­ 
tory of our country when “laying in a 
winter's stock" devolved upon each 
household 
individually. 
Today, 
one 
does not even need to remember that 
eggs are not an all-year-around prod­ 
uct; that butter is produced in scant 
amount in the winter, and cheese like­ 
wise. 
Not a few would be com pletely 
surprised to know that even meat pro­ 
duction has its seasons of scarcity. 
The buyer for tho household in these 
days sim ply goes to the store, any day 
in the year, expecting to find these 
and similar com m odifies on the mar­ 
k et 
Are Storages Overstocked? 
However, w e are told that storage 
stocks o f certain com m odities are at 
the present above the normal as com­ 
pared with this time Inst year. 
It has 
been computed that the combined ex­ 
cess of a uuinber of important foods 
In cold and dry storage amount to W 
per cent. 
W hile on the face of it this 
looks like undue hoarding of reserves, 
yet It m ust be remembered that com­ 
parisons with last year are altogether 
m isleading. 
Dem ands for 
a 
great 
number of com m odities have increased 
trem endously. 
Our exports for June 
wore double what they were a year 
ago, and -ti) per cent of these exports 
were foodstuffs. 


Moreover, our reserves last year 
w ere Inadequate. 
Those who recall 
som e o f the extraordinary prict s ot 
certain foods last w inter and spring 
know precisely w hat it m eans to have 
too sm all holdings in storage. 
That 
we are better prepared for next winter 
than w e w ere for last should not be 
u^ed as the basis of a w holesale con­ 
dem nation of our methods of providing 
for our future wants.

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Cold storage has been criticised se­ 
verely as an instrum entality that lends 
Itself easily to the taking of unfair 
profits. 
Without a question its ability 
to extort has been grossly exaggerat 
od. 
Storage w arehouses are scattered 
throughout all portions of the United 
States and their contents are owned 
by thousands of competing firms and 
individuals. 
About half the storage 
space In the country consists of public 
ware bouses that root space to who­ 
ever wants it. either for small lots or 
big ones. 
Tabulated figures of the 
amounts In storage are gathered and 
disseminated 
by 
the 
government 
monthly; and the amounts in holding 
from month to month flcur^d against 
what should normally be in storage 
during those months (or the estimated 
demand; form the basis for prices 


Soma Figures on Profits. 


But 
the 
best 
Information aa to 
profits in the cold storage business 
consists of actual figures, aud such 
are published regularly by thn federal 
Department 
of 
Agriculture. 
These 
show, for instance, that in the season 
of 1915-1916 butter stored in June and 
July at an average of 26.64 cents a 
pound, sold from November to March 
at an average of 27.45 cents a pound, 
giving a gross profit of 0.81 cents a 
pound, or scarcely enough to pay fox 
storage and nothing for net profit or 
interest on investment. 
In 1916-1917 
the gross profit was 7.79 cents a 
pound, and in 1917-1918 It was 5.8€ 
cents. 
These gross amounts must 
cover storage charges and interest on 
the money tied up for several month* 
before the net profits are arrived at 
It is apparent from these figures that 
storing of foods is an uphill and down 
hill business with its fat and lean 
years, and affords an average profit 
which la not excessive in viow of the 
risks that are run. Figures on storage 
eggs for 1915-1916 show a net loss of 
2.2 cents a doxen; for 1916-1917, an 
unusually prosperous year, the net 
profits were 5.54 cents a dozen; and 
for 1917-1918 there was a net loss of 
L42 cents a dozen. 
Extravagant charges of manipula­ 
tion and control of prices are prepos­ 
terously absurd in view of these sea­ 
sons of losses. The ups and down of 
profits simply indicate the hazards of 
the game; for the best laid plans of 
men can not foresee when a warm 
spell may come which will start the 
hens to laying, nor, on the other hand, 
a cold snap that will shut off current 
production entirely. Tear in and year 
out, as the figures would Indicate, the 
consumer pays but a modest sum for 
the blessing of cold storage, which 
takes upon itself, with all risks in­ 
volved, the task of laying in his winter 
stores for him.

Hiding a King4# Statu*. 
TTie fine equestrian statue of King 
Charles I, which was bidden In London 
for protection doting the war. baa been 
brought to light again. 
Th* statue. 
which was east tin ring the reign of the 
monarch, according to reports ha* not 
enjoyed the uneventful career per­ 
mitted to roost work* of Its hind. 
It 
was executed for Sir Richard Weston, 
afterward earl of Portland, who in­ 
tended to place It as an ornament In 
his garden at Rochainptos*. 
But this 
function it never fulfilled, for it was 
seized by parliament during the Civil 
war and sold to one John RlvetL a 
brazier, to be broken up. 
John, how­ 
ever, being a royalist, hfd the statue, 
and. by selling hundreds of bronze 
knife handles purporting to be made 
from it. disarmed any parliamentary 
suspicion in the matter. 
On the res­ 
toration of Charles II ta 16G0 Rivett 
produced 
the 
statue, 
which 
was 
claimed by Mr Richard's son. 
The 
brazier, refused to yield IL and after 
years of dTspute it wa* eventually pre­ 
sented to King Charles ll and erected 
on the spot formerly covered by the 
origins.! Charing cross.
